Schmidt to 
take firm 


stand with 
Brezhnev 


BONN. — West German Chancel- 
lor Helmut Schmidt is preparing to 
greet Soviet President Leonid 
-Brezhnev today — on the Russian's 
first visit to the West since the inva- 
sion of Afghanistan — with a reas- 
sertion of the place of West Ger- 
many as a firm ally of the .U.S. 

Schmidt's placing of West Ger- 
many firmly in the western camp 
comes in the midst of the growth of 
a “peace" movement in Germany 
and other West European countries 
focusing around opposition to the 
stationing of U.S. nuclear missies in 
Europe. Bonn politicians and 
western diplomats fear that 
Brezhnev will make a play for the 
sympathies of the swelling move- 
.ment. 

At the same time Bonn seems 
determined to press ahead in favour 
of greater economic cooperation 
with the Soviet Union despite 
American objections. 

The Soviet Union agreed Friday 
le deliver about 10.5 billion cubic 
metres of Siberian natural gas an- 
nually to West Germany and West 
.Berlin as part of a 40-billion-cubic- 
metre deal with several West Euro- 
pean countries, a spokesman for the 
West German importers said. 

The controversial agreement, 
signed between. West Germany’s 
Ruhrgas AG and Sojus Gas Export 
of the Soviet Union, provides for 
delivery to begin about 1984 and 
run about 20. years. A company 
source declining to be named es- 
timated the deal to be worth about 
DM360 billion (SI 60 billion). 


U.S. Presidenf Ronald Reagan 
sharply criticized the gas deal, argu- 
ing it would make Western Europe 
too dependent on Soviet energy 
supplies. 

• Economics Minister Count Otto 
Lambsdorf yesterday said that Fri- 
day’s multi-billion dollar agreement 
with the Soviet Union will be fol- 
lowed by other energy deals. -He 
said in an interview' -with, the new- 
spaper Neue Osnnbruecker Zeitung 
the visit to Bonn today by Brezhnev 
is expected to spur West German- 
Soviet economic cooperation. 


• The clear talk matched Schmidt's 
repeated warnings to the peace 
movement in West Germany that it 
should not confuse Russian enemies 
with American friends and behave 
as if Washington presented a 
greater danger to peace than 
Moscow. 

The 74-year-old Soviet leader ar- 
rives this evening at 7 o’clock for a 
programme designed with his frail 
health in mind. He will be whisked 
without ceremony from Cologne- 
Bonn airport to Schloss Gymnich. a 
castle 42 kilometres from Bonn. 

The formal welcome with military 
honours comes only Monday morn- 
ing, when Brezhnev arrives at 
Schmidt’s steel and glass chancel- 
lery office. (UPI, AP. Reuter)

New El A1 dispute 


goes to arbitration

TEL AVIV. — Some 200 passengers 
scheduled .to leave - on a direct El Al 
flight to Frankfurt yesterday morn- 
ing were delayed for seven hours 
and flown on roundabout air rouLes 
because of a new labour dispute in 
the airline. 

• The dispute, over the number of 
stewards on winter flights, was 
shelved last night when staff and 
management decided to submirit to 
arbitration. The stewards are 
demanding that winter flights have 
15 stewards, while the management 
wants only 13. The flights are con- 
tinuing now with 13 stewards, until 
the issue returns from arbitration in 
two weeks’ time. 

The airline's board of directors is 
expected today to elect business- 
man Nahman Perel as’ acting 
chairman. He will replace Avraham 
Shavit, who resigned last Tuesday 
over Deputy Prime Minister David 
Levy’s intervention in ending the El 
Al workers’ 12-day strike. 

Yesterday’s dispute began when 
15 stewards turned up for a Boeing 
747 flight, while the management 
had asked for only 13. During the 
winter, when passenger traffic 
drops, El Al removes some of the 
430 seats in a Boeing 747 and puts 


cargo into the additional space. 
Yesterday, 40 per cent of the space 
was taken up by cargo and manage- 
ment maintained that a cabin crew 
of 1 3 people was sufficient 
But the staff insisted on flying 15 
— the number that serves the pas- 
sengers during the peak seasons — 
in order to block attempts to fire 
flight personnel on grounds that 
they are redundant. When it was 
clear no agreement would be 
reached, passengers were transfer- 
red to other flights, and the plane 
left with cargo only. 


Perel was asked to replace Shavit 
temporarily, by Finance 'Minister 
Yoram Aij&dor and Transport 
Minister Haim Corfu. The 54-year- 
old businessman is a fellow member 
of Herut’s top forum — the 
secretariat. 


Corfu told The Jerusalem Post 
that be did not know who the per- 
manent chairman would be. He said 
that Perel was chosen to fill the 
vacuum, and that within a fortnight 
he will find a substitute . for Joe 
Ra'anan, who followed Shavit in 
resigning from the board. Corfu said 
that he hopes Aharon Dovrat will 
reconsider his resignation, and that 
board member Peleg Tamir will not 
implement his threat to resign. 


Sadat’s accused assassins go on trial 


CAIRO. — The trial of four men 
accused of assassinating Egyptian 
president Anwar Sadat, and 20 al- 
leged accomplices to the murder, 
began yesterday at a military camp, 
near here, under heavy security 
precautions. The indictment was 
read to the' defendants, who shouted 
"God is great" from inside a steel 
restraining cage, and the trial was 
then adjourned till November 30. 

The supreme military court 
granted the adjournment after 
defence lawyers said they need time 
to study the indictment. The 
prosecution is demanding the death 
sentence for all 24 accused, some oft 
whom complained at the 75-minute 
hearing that they had been beaten 
and tortured. 

Security was extremely tight at 
the Gebel el Abmar (Red Moun- 
tain) army camp, where the court 
session began about 10:30 a.m. ’ 
Reporters were checked at police 
roadblocks outside the camp. 

Before the judges entered the 
courtroom, the man accused of 
leading the assassins, army It. 
Khaled Ahmed Shawki e!- : 
Islambouli, shouted: “I am Khaled 
et-Islambouli and I am the one who 
(tilled the tyrants.” ; ’■ 

The others accused of killing - 
Sadat are Abdel Hamid Abdel 
Salam, a bookstore owner; Atia 
Tayd Rahil, an engineer; and Hus- 
sein Abbas, a National Guard 
sergeant. 

All four were charged with “the 
deliberate and premeditated 
murder- of the departed president of 
the Arab Republic of Egypt. 
Anwar Sadat, by conspiring and 
deciding to kill him treacherously 
during the October fi military 
parade.” s 

-• Islambouli allegedly smuggled, the 

three others, together with ammuni- 
tion and explosives; into the parade 
grounds at dawn on October 6, a 
few hours before the display began. 

The four rode in an army truck 
that was part of the tail-end section 
of the parade. The truck stopped

opposite the reviewing stand, the 
four jumped out and ran in its direc- 
tion, firing their submachinegu ns 
and hurling four hand-grenades. 

As a result, Sadat and seven 
others were killed and 29 were 
seriously wounded. 

Some newspapers claim tbe first, 
and probably the fatal, shot was 
fired from the truck itself by the 
fourth defendant, Abbas, before he 
jumped out. It hit Sadat in the neck. 
Some reports describe Abbas as 
Egypt’s shooting champion for 
1975. 

The fifth defendant named in tbe 
indictment, Abdel Salam Farag, an 
engineer, is described as the master- 
mind of the assassination and the 
chief instigator of the crime. This 
indictment charges that he 
“poisoned” the minds of his ac- 
complices by “making "false in- 
terp relations of Islamic law” that 
legitimized the crime. He also ac- 
quired the ammunition and hand- 
grenades used by the killers. 

Other accomplices include Ab-* 
boud el-Zotnor, a military intel- 
ligence colonel who deserted a few 
weeks before the assassination and 


was arrested two days afterwards; 
and Omar Abdel Rahman, a Wind 
preacher from the southern city of 
Assyut, whom the Moslem fun- 
damentalists proclaimed as their 
■•prince” and who expressed 
religious views that allegedly en- 
couraged the crime. 

The defendants appeared in good 
spirits. They were not bound or 
handcuffed, and managed to talk to 
their relatives across the room from 
inside a large, barren cage, only 
once interrupting the reading of the 
indictment, claiming it contained a 
lie. 

The government news agency 
reported that the judge told them 
they could speak later. It said some 
of the accused refused the judge's 
offer of defence attorneys, saying: 
“God is tbe best lawyer of the 
faithful.” 

' B ecause the crime took place at a 
military parade in 'what is con- 
sidered military territory, the trial is 
■ a military tribunal. Three major- 
generals judging the case have the 
authority to close any session to the 
public after tbe opening session, but 
Cairo’s semi-official October 
magazine said the sentencing would 
be public and in the presence of the 
defendants. 

Should the defendants be 
sentenced to death, a civilian judge 
said, they would probably be 
banged, (Reuter. AP, UPI)

PLO may join 
radical attack 


on Fahd plan

Arab radicals are expected to 
press for basic amendments to the 
Saudi eight-point Middle East 
peace pi an if it comes up for discus- 
sion al Wednesday's Arab summit 
in Fez. These will include removal 
of the controversial seventh point 
which they believe implies recogni- 
tion of Israel's right to exist: Efforts 
will be made at today's preparatory 
foreign ministers' meeting to keep it 
off the agenda entirely. 

The pro-Libyan Beirut new- 
spaper as-Safir reported over the 
weekend that last week's meeting in 
Aden of members of the “Confron- 
tation and Steadfastness Front” — 
Libya, Syria, Algeria, South Yemen 
and the PLO — had agreed to reject 
the seventh point, as well as to seek 
other amendments to the Saudi 
blueprint at the Fez summit. 

It is not clear whether the PLO. 
whose mainstream Fatah grouping 
under Yasser Arafat is reported to 
have expressed cautious support for 
the Saudi plan, was among those 
voting to press Tor the amendments. 

But that it may well have done so 
may be deduced from a remark 
made by Arafat's deputy, Salah 
Khalaf (“Abu Iyad") in an interview 
published in The Washington Post on 
Friday. 

Khalaf was quoted as saying that 
the PLO would only endorse point 
seven of the plan — which calls for 
recognition of “the right of the 
states of the region to live in peace” 
— if the U.S. were to endorse the 
plan in toto. 


The condition laid down by 
Khalaf has little chance 'of being 
met, as Washington has openly ex- 
pressed its rejection of certain of 
the plan's provisions, including the 
establishment of a Palestinian state 
with Jerusalem as its capital. 

Observers note that this may in- 
dicate that the PLO mainstream has 
succumbed to the joint pressures of 
Syria, Libya and its own radical 
splinter groups, and that if the plan 
comes up for discussion at the Fez 
summit, as is widely anticipated, the 
PLO may in the end present a com- 
mon front with the radicals. 

To dale, Saudi Crown Prince 
Fahd's plan, floated last August, has 
been endorsed by the six -member 
Gulf Cooperation Council, and has 
been given general approval by 
Jordan, Morocco, Tunisia and 
Egypt (which will not be attending 
the summit). Only Libya has formal- 
ly rejected it. but both Syria and 
Iraq have expressed their strong 
reservations. 

. Arab foreign ministers are due to 
meet in Fez today to draft the 
agenda for Wednesday's meeting, 
widely labelled as the most impor- 
tant Arab summit in years. 

According to agency reports from 
Morocco, the iwo-day foreign 
ministers' preparatory meeting is 
expected to see considerable 
procedural maneuvering by sup- 
porters and opponents of the Saudi 
plan — with opponents trying to 
stymie any firm decision being 
taken on the plan at the summit, or, 
if possible, to keep it off the agenda. 

Should they fail in this, every ef-

Habib coming back to 


ease ‘rising tensions’

WASHINGTON. — The Reagan 
administration announced on Fri- 
day that presidential envoy Philip 
Habib will fly back to the Middle 
East to try to defuse rising tensions 
in Lebanon and avert hostilities rn 
the area. 

“Although the Lebanon-1 sraei 
situation has remained relatively 
stable since die July cessation of 
hostilities, tensions have been rising 
lately," said department spokesman 
Dean Fischer. 

Fischer said H&bib will leave 
“after Thanksgiving” (Thursday) 
accompanied by Morris Draper, 
deputy assistant secretary for the 
Middle East. He is expected to visit 
Syria and Saudi Arabia in addition 
to Lebanon and Israel on an “open- 
ended” trip which will last at least a 
week. 

Prime Minister Menachem Begin 
has repeatedly called for Habib, a 
61-year-old career diplomat, to 
renew his mission. 

Begin accused the Palestine 
liberation Organization of resup- 
plying its forces in South Lebanon 
in violation of the cease-fire 
negotiated through Habib last July. 
Begin said the PLO has moved in 
more artillery capable of striking 
settlements in northern Israel, while 
tbe PLO accused Israel of planning 
another attack on its forces in South 


Lebanon. 

"The president has asked ambas- 
sador Philip Habib to return to the 
region to determine how the U.S. 
could be helpful in reducing ten- 
sions further and in improving basic 
conditions in Lebanon," Fischer 
said! 

“Essentially, ambassador Habib's 
mission will be as it has been a II 
along ... aimed at defusing tensions 
in Lebanon and participating as best 
he can in the achievement of 
political stability in the country," he 
added. . 

The Syrian missiles are still in 
place, and Israel continues to insist 
that they be withdrawn. But Habib's 
mission had meanwhile been 
widened to seek a general easing of 
tension in Lebanon, and it was as 
part of that broader brief that the 
U.S. envoy engineered the cease- 
fire that ended the "mini-war" 
between Israel and the 'PLO in 
South Lebanon last July-

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High Court explains Abuhatzeira ruling 

Equality before the law 
must modify immunity

The privileges enjoyed by Knes- 
set Members under the regulations 
providing immunity from 1 judicial 
proceedings arc so broad — 
broader than those in most oiher 
parliamentary regimes — that they 
ofTend against the fundamental 
principle of the equality of ail 
before the law. It is therefore 
proper to give the benefit of the 
doubt, wherever doubt arises, to the 
application of this fundamental 
principle rather than to implemen- 
tation of the regulations. 

This was stated on Friday by the 
President of the High Court of 
Justice, Justice Moshe Landau, in 
delivering the four-member ma- 
jority decision of the special five- 
man bench in the Abuhatzeira case. 
The court had been asked by the 
minister of labour to annul criminal 
proceedings pending against him on 
charges of theft, fraud and breach 
of trust on the grounds that he had 
regained immunity from prosecu- 
tion on his re-election to the Knes- 
set in June. 

The Stale had argued that his im- 
munity had been lifted by the 
previous Knesset and that his trial 
should therefore proceed. 

The High Court announced its 
decision on November S and the 
trial, in the Tel Aviv District Court, 
is due to start today. The reasoned 
judgment was issued on Friday. 

!n its preliminary remarks, the 
court held that, in addition to 
adherence to the principle of 
equality between citizens, a major 
guideline must be the fact that im- 
munity was, given to MKs not 
because -of their personal qualities, 
as though they were “chosen 
people.” but “to ensure that the 
Knesset can properly conduct its . 
business as the legislature, without 
its members being pestered by false 
indictments filed in bad faith on the 
initiative of the executive in an tf- 
fort to impinge on the freedom of 
the nation's elected representatives 
to act and to voice their opinions.'' 

The High Court pointed out that 
there were differences of opinion ns 
to the role of the Knesset and its 
House Committee in handling re- 
quests from -the attorney-general for 
the lifting of an MKY immunity. 

Justice Landau said the court sided 
with those who felt MKs should 
restrict themselves to the question of 
whether the attoniey-ge neral’s 
motives were proper or were political- 
ly motivated. The court did not think 
the House Committee should try to 


decide whether he had succeeded in 
making out a prime facie case agai ns t 
the suspected Member. 

From this. Justice Landau and his 
three colleagues argued that, in the 
present case, “plain, logic tells us 
that it suffices for the atiomey- 
general’s motivation to be examined 
but once, and there is no point in going 
through the process again when on 
MK is re-elected after his immunity 
has been lifted. Even if a contra r> 
view of the House Committee's 
functions is accepted, there would 
surely be no need for the attorney - 
general’s prime facie evidence to be 
examined afresh." 

He dismissed the idea that u 
newly-elected Knesset might lake a 
different view from the previous 
one of the attorney-general's mot- 
ivation. 

The court noted the principle that 
judicial proceedings may not be in- 
terrupted except where the law 
specifically provides for this. 
Suspension of proceedings because 
of the re-election of an MK in- 
terferes with the autonomy of the 
criminal jurisdiction system and can 
be justified only where specifically 
laid down in the law, the High Court 
held. 

Justice Landau dismissed the 
argument that Abuhatzeira's elec- 
tors wanted him to serve in the 
Knesset without being disturbed by 
having to stand trial. “No evidence 
has been presented for this. My in- 
terpretation ... is that the electors 
wanted the applicant (Abuhatzeira) 
first of all to stand trial so that the 
truth will emerge." 

Justice Landau's opinion was 
concurred in by Justices Miriam 
Ben-Porath, Aharon Barak and 
Meir Sham gar, each with variations. 

Justice Yitzhak Kahan, on the 
other hand, in his minority opinion, 
held that ,on his re-election this 
year, Abuhatzeira was in the posi- 
tion of a new Member, thus enjoy- 
ing immunity from judicial 
proceedings. Justice Kahan also 
disputed his colleague's opi- 
nion that the attorney-general's 
motives should not be examined, 
afresh by a new Knesset The could 
perfectly well be legitimate dif- 
ferences of opinion between this 
law - officer and MKs, particularly 
where there is political background 
to a case, and there could be dif- 
ferences of opinion in such matters 
between one Knesset and another 
with a different political colouring 
or containing different per- 
sonalities.

2 more Abu Kabir escapees caught

Comptroller won’t extend his term

State Comptroller Yitzhak 
Nebenzahl has announced une- 
quivocally that he is not prepared to 
extend his term of office, which ex- 
pires on December 10.

Suzy Eban loses appeal on planned clinic

TEL AVIV. — Construction of the 
South African financed Herzliya 
centre bordering MK Abba Eban's 
garden will continue, after his wife* 
Suzy Eban lost an appeal to the 
Supreme- Court to demolish the 
building. 

The decision last week by 
Supreme Court president Moshe 
Landau to uphold a Tel Aviv 
District Court ruling that building 
could continue, ends two years of 
legal battle in which the wife of the 
Cape Town-born former foreign 
minister tried to prevent 33 Jewish 
South African investors from 
building a medical centre on a site 
that will block the Ebans' view of 
the sea. 

The S6m.-S7m. project was in- 
itiated three years ago, and ap- 
proved by the South African 
government and by local building 


and zoning authorities. 

The centre, situated across the 
street from the Herzliya Pituah 
beach strip between the Accadia 
and Sharon hotels, is intended to 
provide consulting rooms and 
diagnostic clinics “for approximate- 
ly 50 of Israel’s. best doctors and 
dentists," the investors’ represen- 
tative, Dr. Aubrey Joffe, told The 
Jerusalem Post. 

Ground breaking at the site 
began in October, 197?. The follow- 
ing May, the Tel Aviv Magistrate's 
Court issued an order for the 
demolition of the partially- 
completed structure after Suzy 
Eban, and her neighbour, Yisrael 
Harari, filed a suit against the in- 
vestors’ company, claiming the 
centre would be an environmental 
nuisance. They were joined by com- 
panies that 'own nearby properties. 
One company. Ambash, lists Suzy 
Eban as one of its directors, and her 
husband as a shareholder. 
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But the Tel Aviv District Court 
last July overturned the demolition

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Haddad completely lifts 
blockade on UNIFIL units

METULLA. — After a series of 
meetings on Friday between a 
senior UNIFIL officer and Major 
Sa’ad Haddad — and pressure from' 
Israel — Haddad decided yesterday 
morning, as a unilateral gesture, to 
remove the blockade against ad 
UNIFIL units in effect since last 
Wednesday. 

Haddad on Thursday lifted the. 
blockade on UNIFIL headquarters: 
at Nakura, on the coastal road 
between Rosh Hanikra and Beirut. 

The UNIFIL, however, continues 
its blockade of Position 880. the 
observation post manned by 15 of 
Haddad's soldiers on a - peak near 
the village of A-Tiri in the central 
sector of South Lebanon. Haddad's 
men occupied the 833-metre peak 
overlooking the central sector a 
week ago, claiming that the 
UNIFIL had permitted terrorists to 
infiltrate through the sector and 
plant land mines, which killed three 
of his men. 

- Beirut newspapers on Friday- 
reported a threat by unnamed ter- 
rorist organizations to attack the A- 
Tiri outpost if the UNIFIL did not 


remove Haddad's men. Late Friday- 
night a group of Seven armed ter- 
rorists were intercepted near the A- 
Tiri outpost by Irish UNIFIL 
soldiers, who disarmed them andlet 
them go. 

On Friday morning. UN 
spokesman Timor Goksel said that 
the UNI FIL would soon establish a 
large new outpost to monitor and 
control movement in the central 
sector. He added. timi.. the total 
! number of. leftists .and terrorists — 
both armed and unarmed — located 
in UNIFIL-controlled areas is 
250-300, and not the higher 
numbers often reported in the press. 

Goksel said the leftists and ter- 
rorists control 17 positions in South 
Lebanon and that they arc armed 
mainly with light weaponry. 

He stated that it was difficult for 
his forces to prevent the terrorists 
and leftists from entering the area 
because they arrive wearing civilian 
clothes and bearing Lebanese pas- 
sports. 

Goskel denied that the trerrorisis 
have been introducing heavy artil- 
lery into territory controlled by 
UNIFIL or territory visible from 
UNIFIL positions. 


4 die, 175 hurt on roads 


Four people were killed and 
another 175 injured in 131 road ac- 
cidents last week. 

Three of those killed were 
pedestrians, two of them children. 
Another 21 children were among 
the 53 injured pedestrians. 

The week's accidents were 
primarily caused by slippery roads, 
and by drivers failing to stay in their 
own lanes and observe “Stop” signs, 
police said. 

One of the children was killed bv 


a driver who approached a 
pedestrian crossing in-the centre of 
Hoi on too fust to avoid the child us 
he ran across the road. 

A driver who failed to keep to his 
lane on the road north of Beersheba 
was killed when his car collided 
head-on with another vehicle. 

And six people were injured on 
the Jerusalem-Tel Aviv highway 
near Shoeva when a car skidded and 
collided with another car coming 
the opposite way.

Israel backs Egypt in UN 
over nuclear resolution

UNITED NATIONS. — Israel has 
again joined international support 
in the UN General Assembly for the 
Egyptian draft resolution calling for 
the establishment of a nuclear- 
weapon-free zone in the Middle 
East, and has again submitied its 
own resolution on the matter. 

Israel supported the Eygptian 
resolution for the first time Iasi 
year, having abstained in previous 
years. Last year was also the first 
time Israel submitted its own resolu- 
tion, which calls for the establish- 
ment of a nuclear-weapon-free 
zone, on the basis of direct negotia- 
tions between the nations involved. 

The Egyptian draft resolution this 
year includes a new feature 
which one Israeli diplomat 
characterized as “revolutionary" — 
requesting that the UN secretary- 
general appoint a special represen- 
tative to the area, who would shuttle 
between the Middle. East capitals 
trying to work out an agreement

Egyptian resolution was discussed, 
Israeli delegate Arieh EDan said 
that "no credible or practical alter- 
native has as yet been found to 
direct negotiations as a way to 
securing common agreement."- 
He said that the draft resolution 
submitted by Egypt omitted any 
mention of the negotiating process 
“without which a treaty for the es- 
tablishment of a nuclear-weapon- 
free zone was unlikely to come 
about.” However, because Israel 
■“wished to signify its wholehearted 
support for the very idea of the es- 
tablishment of a zone," it would not 
break the existing consensus in 
favour of the Egyptian draft, Eilan 
said.

The university strikes, which have 
oeen building toward a nationwide 
shutdown of classes on Tuesdaj. 
began on November 10 in support 
for engineering students in Radom 
who have been occupying their clas- 
srooms since mid-October in an at- 
tempt to oust their chancellor. 


Motorists throughout the country 
spent hours waiting for petrol 
yesterday, to beat the price in- 
creases of 50 to SO per cent taking 
effect today. 

The government action to bring 
the price of regular-grade petrol up 


to S4.03 per U.S. gallon was in- 
tended to reduce consumption of 
fuel and' thus shorten the waiting 
time for gas. Bui most motorists 
were sceptical that it would do any 
good. 

Queues comparable to those at 
petrol stations, where a five-hour 
wait is normal, stretch along the 
shopping streets of every 1 Polish 
city, especially at shops selling 
shoes, dolhing. or housewares. The 
state news agency PAP reported 
yesterday on a series of near-riots 
that broke put when tempers ran 
short in the marketplace, 

“Scenes out of Dante's Inferno 
take place in front of many shops." 
PAP said, citing reports from 
Wroclaw, Bialystok and Lomza. 
among other cities. ..."heart at- 
tacks. fistjfights and even deaths 
have occurred among the waiting 
crowds." 

The stress and strain can be worse 
for salespeople in the shops. PAP 
said. A cashier in Wroclaw 
reportedly was forced by customers 
to keep a shoe store open until late 
at night and then beaten when all 
the footwear in stock was sold. 


Southern African nations 
want $1.76b. from west 


BLANTYRE, Malawi (AP). — A 
two-day conference of black 
Southern African nations, aimed at 
lessening their dependence on 
South Africa, ended on Friday with 
a call for SI .76 billion in additional 
aid from the West and from inter- 
national agencies. 

Botswana Finance Minister Peter 
Mmusi, chairman of ihe Southern 
African Development Coordination 
Conference, said that the nine- 
nation group had spent 5273 million 
of the $650m. pledged when the 
group was formed last year to 
improve roads, railways, bridges 
and communications in the region. 

But he said that the nalions 
needed SI. 76b. more to hasten their 
moves toward economic 'in- 
dependence from South Africa.

During the conference, the 
SADCC members accused South 
Africa of trying to destabilize the 
region to increase that economic 
dependence, using sabotage and in- 
vasion. 

The final communique from the 
meeting said that at least some of 
the western aid donors, who had 
observers at the talks, agreed that 
South Africa was guilty of 
"destabilization and sabotage ac- 
tions." But they did not name those 
nations. 


Death sentences 
for eight Turkish 
urban guerrillas 


AN KARA (AP). — A military court 
here sentenced eight leftist urban 
guerrillas to death after conviction 
on charges of armed resurrection, a 
military communique reported on 
Friday. 

The announcement said two 
olhere were sentenced to 20 years in 
jail at the end of a trial of 82 leftist 
defendants. • 

Those orr trial belonged to the 
Turkish People’s Liberation Party 
Front, a terrorist gang whose top 
leaders were arrested following the 
military takeover in September 
1980. 

Ten convicted terrorists have 
been hanged since the coup. 

In Istanbul, on Friday, a martial 
law court sentenced a publisher to 
seven years in prison for publishing 
"Communist propaganda" in a 1979 
book. 

Fazli Yurdeli. owner of the 
Gokias publishing house in Istan- 
bul. was charged with having al- 
legedly praised left-wing guerrillas 
who were killed in a shootout in an 
eastern Turkish town in 1972. 


N-BLAST. — The Swedish Defence 
Agency reported to have recorded 
early Friday a Soviet underground 
nuclear explosion in the 
Senupalatinsk area, in eastern 
Kazakhstan, reportedly the 12th 
Soviet blast in the area this year. 



British Leyland cut back 
will make 4,100 jobless 


LONDON LAP). — State-owned 
and losing money, the British 
Lev land company announced on 
Friday that it is cutting back its bus 
and truck division, Leyland Group, 
with the loss of 4,100 jobs. 

The only major British-owned 
vehicle manufacturer. BL said 1.855 
jobs will go at its Lancashire 
Leyland plant and 1,505 will be lost 
in two Glasgow' factories. 

The Wolverhampton glunt will be 
closed down, eliminating another 
740 jobs, and BL's tractor business 
in Glasgow will be sold to a private 
'British company. 

The bus and truck work force w ill 
fall to 14,000 out of a total BL 
payroll of some 115,000 in Britain. 

The announcement followed 4.000 
lay-offs in the bus and truck divi- 
sion over the past 18 months. 


Among vehicles made by BL are 
London's traditional double-decker 
red buses. 

Union leaders vowed to fight the 
latest cuts. ■ 

A spokesman for the Transport 
and General Workers Union said 
the "devastating" reductions were 
much larger than anticipated. 
"There will be a fight to retain 
jobs," he said. 

But David Andrews, BL ex- 
ecutive vice-chairman, said the 
shake-up was necessary because the 
bus and truck division had lost 
£47 m. (IS 1269b.) in the first half of 
this year and the outlook is bleak. 

And nationally, Britain posted a 
foreign trade surplus of £116m. 
a S3. 132 b.) last month, up sharply 
from £13rn. (IS35lm.) in September, 
the government announced on Friday. 


Judge calls murder case 
a French Watergate 


PARIS- (AP). — "This case has 
become a French Watergate," 
Judge Andre Giresse declared on 
Friday, before outlining a list of 
possible police coverups and 
foulups in the investigation of the 
slaying of Prince Jean de Broglie. 

He also- accused the country’s 
former interior minister of lying "by 
omission." in the messy, five-year- 
old case whose leads may reach as 
high as former president Valery 
Giscard d’Estaing. 


In 1976, de Broglie was gunned 
down in a Paris street in what 
looked, like a contract murder. 
Despite his aristocratic heritage and 
high-placed friends in the political 
world, the 55-year-old dc Broglie 
had a reputation for shady business 
dealings. 

Newspapers suggested at the lime 
that the prince had become a 


political embarrassment to his 
powerful friends. 

Four people are now on trial in a 
case many Frenchmen predicted 
would never see the light of day 
because of political pressure to 
keep it quiet. . 

On Friday, the trial's 12th session. 
Judge Giresse had just announced 
that the first witnesses would be cal- 
led tomorrow when he made the al- 
lusion to the case which brought 
down former U.S. President 
Richard Nixon. He said that 
although de Broglie was “slain on 
the sidewalk in a manner suggesting 
an evening of the score over some 
questionable financial deal.” xbe 
police had withheld crucial infor- 
mation from the prosecution.

Argentine president replaced 
as political dissension grows 


BUENOS AIRES (Reuter). - 
General Horacio Liendo. the in- 
terior minister, took over as Argen- 
tine president yesterday from ailing 
General Roberto Viola, amid a 
growing clamour for an end lo 
military rule. 

Viola. 57. is suffering from a heari 
complaint. He has been ordered by 
his doctors to take a complete rest 
and will be temporarily replaced by 
his close aide, an official announce- 
ment said. 

The gravity of his illness is not 
known — his doctors have said he is 
suffering from hypertension ar.d a 


coronary insufficiency. A govern- 
ment spokesman said on Friday- 
night that he would be confined to 
his official residence for at least two 
or three weeks. 

But local press reports speculated 
that Viola would never resume his 
eight-month-old rule, heavily 
criticized for its poor political and 
economic performance. 

Effective power lies in the hands 
of the military junta, formed by the 
commanders of the three armed 
forces, who have ruled Argentina 
since ousting the tottering and cor- 
rupt Maria Pcron regime in 1976.

MERANO. Italy. (UPI). — Soviet 
champion Anatoly Karpov- 
celebrated his victory over Russian 
defector Viktor Korchnoi in the 
world chess championship match on 
Friday with a quiet dinner arid a lit- 
tle vodka. 

"I always felt perfectly confident 
of victory," the 30-year-old cham- 
pion told UPI. 

-‘I celebrated quietly and had just 
a little vodka." he said, speaking 
good English. 

In marked contrast, Korchnoi's 
British second, Michael Stean. said 
the 50-year-old challenger was shat- 
tered by his defeat. 

“Korchnoi is in a state of virtual 
shell-shock.” Stean said; "He was 
always convinced that he could win 
the match, even when it was 5-2 
against him.” • 

Only hours after Korchnoi 
resigned the 18th game, Karpov 
cabled Soviet President Leonid 
Brezhnev: "l am glad to inform you 
that your wish has been fulfilled.* 
Karpov won the series 6-2 and 
took home the winner's $260,000 
prize. Korchnoi got $160,000. 

Korchnoi resigned the game 90 
minutes before it was due to resume 
at 5 p.m. on Friday after adjourn- 
ment late on Thursday. His resigna- 
tion gave Karpov the six wins re- 
quired under match rules for vic- 
tory.

Pravda: U.S. juggled figures 
in nuclear weapons count 


MOSCOW (Reuter). — The U.S. 
was juggling figures when it claimed 
Moscow had a sixfold advantage in 
nuclear strike capability in Europe, 
the Communist Party daily Pravda 
said yesterday. 

The- U.S. leadership was "not 
averse to falsifying generally known 
facts" about the statistics of the 
balance of power, it said. 

The article appeared intended to 
convince any doubtful readers that 
Moscow was justified in attacking 
President Ronald Reagan's offer on 
Wednesday to scrap plans to deploy 
572 Pershing-2 and Cruise missiles 
in Western Europe in 1983 if 
Moscow dismantled its medium- 
range SS-series weapons. 

The Soviet media, which has con- 
demned the proposals as unfair and 
a mere propaganda ploy, appear to 
be making an unusual effort to con- 
vince the Soviet public of Moscow's 
arguments against them, evidently 
worried that they could sound .at- 
tractive to many 'people. 

Pravda published a detailed 
breakdown of western nuclear 
forces based in Europe, from U.S. 


fighters to British and French 
missile-carrying submarines. 1 1 said 
the total came to nearly 1,000 
nuclear weapons carriers, roughly 
the same as the figure given for 
Soviet medium-range carriers by 
President Leonid Brezhnev last 
month. 


A Washington report staled that 
the Soviet Embassy, on Friday 
released the text of a May 25: letter 
from Brezhnev to Reagan in which 
the Soviet leader said, "We do not 
seek confrontation with the U.S.A." 

"We will. never build up the fire' 
of war," wrote ’ Brezhnev. “You 
know very well, as we do, what such 
a fire would lead do. I want to 
believe in the wisdom of your peo- 
ple, in your personal wisdom also, 
not to allow anything that would 
push the world toward 
catastrophe."

UNDER the peeling Moorish 
colonnades of ihe Cafe de Paris, in 
Djibouti Cii>. ceiling fans whirling 
in a vain battle against the brutal 
heat, French soldiers and foreign 
legionnaires relax over cold drinks 
imported from France. 


At a roadblock at the edge of 
Djibouti City, a member of the bud- 
ding national gendarmerie checks 
vehicles coming in from the arid 
desert hinterland. Three paces 
behind the black policeman, a 
young French officer watches over 
the proceedings. 

For anyone who knew the 
place before it became independent 
on June 27. 1977, time seems to 
have stood still in Djibouti. 

The centre of Djibouti, one of the 
hottest capitals on earth, still looks 
more (ike a Hollywood film set fora 
remake of Beau Geste or Casablan- 
ca ihan a real square in a real city.

necks. 

One that ha> shocked the British Commonwealth, (and other allied 
^pirnst to its loundalions was the fracas between Australian fast bowler. 
LJenm* Lillee, and the Pakistani batsman -captain. Javed Miandad. LiTlec 
decided lo change his game to football, using Miandad's knee as a ball. 
Miandad tried to play his famous square-cut. aiming to hit Lillee's head 
with his bji past point. 

W hat makes the incident particularly revolting for people brought up in 
ihc old traditions o! cricket is the kind of weaponry that the two men used. 
It might have been understandable, although it would stiff have. been un- 
lorgivable. il they had faced each other with fists like gentlemen, preferably 
delivering .iiraighj lefts lo the face, from an upright boxing stance. But the 
use ol leet and blunt instruments is what is expected of skinheads objecting 
to a referee's decision in a soccer match, not cricketers and gentlemen. 

Admittedly. Lillee is an Australian, and everybody knows that most 
\usiraliuns are descendants of deportees sent to Botany Bay. (Yet a recent

Grand Prix may soar ii/jf 
to $200,000 prizes

TEL AVIV. — The annual Grand Prix 
Tennis Tournament at Ramat 
Hasharon may not only be saved 
from extinction but the prize money 
may be rased, from $50,000 to S200j000. 
This will come about if plans 
for more cooperation with Sabrina 
and Gali come, to fruition. Negotia- 
tions are now taking place. 

Heads of Sabrina, Gali and the 
ITC met at the tennis centre’s 
Ramat Hasharon headquarters on 
Friday, yriien the question of the 
two companies sponsoring several 
ITC tournaments in' 1982 was dis- 
cussed, Eytan Loewenstein, an in- 
itiator of the recent Golden Rackets 
tournament at Yad Eliahu, told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday. 

In spite of the participation of 
American tennis superstar Jimmy 
Connors, the companies wit! by no 
means recoup the SI 50,000 it cost 
them to put on the Yad Eliahu 
Tournament, which was organized 
for them without financial involve- 
ment by the ITC. The extent of the 


deficit will not be known for 
another week. Loewenstein said. A; 
total of 13,000 people attended the 
two-night stand. 

Regarding the next Grand Prix, it 
was felt that a fourfold increase in 
prize money was necessary, in order 
to attract large crowds, and to avoid 
the financial disaster of last month’s 
Grand Prix at Ramat Hasharon. 
Poor attendance caused a loss of 
$35,000 — as against only $14,000 
the previous year — and ITC Ex- 
ecutive Director lan Froman in- 
formed The Post that without more 
sponsorship it would be impossible 
to hold another tournament in the 
series here in 1982. 

Another event for which Sabrina- 
Gali Sponsorship is envisaged is a 
second round-robin tournament at 
Ramat Hasharon next May. Last 
spring's inaugural $50,000 meet, 
which had an entry of four players, 
attracted good crowds and there 
was a deficit of only $4,000. Froman 
said that it was definitely intended 
to hold another round-robin in 
1982, possibly with a six-man for- 
mat.

WHAT does El AJ have in common with Israel Television? The 
answer, that emerged last week, is revolution. But revolution of the 
queerest kind. 

The El A I story is by now well known. For years beset' by rampant 
featherbedding and inefficiency as a result of the works committees' 
coercion of management by indiscriminate use of the strike weapon, 
the national airline three years ago finally sank into an unmanageable 
deficit. Then the former Fihance Minister Yigael Hurwitz, who was 
not prepared to make the Treasury a bottomless barrel for El Al. 
summoned Buma Shavil to the rescue. With great energy and skilful 
maneuvering. Shavit soon began to show results. The carrier Jlew. 
and on lime, and with, for a change, proper service for passengers. 
No less important, the staff was trimmed. 

But on November 5 the staff committees decided- they'd had 
enough. Sanity had gone too far. They called a wildcat strike, thum- 
bed their noses at management and after two weeks of brinkmanship, 
trapped a bewildered government into a sham agreement that 
allowed them to end the strike over the heads of management, 
destroying its authority. Shavit, promptly and rightly, resigned. But 
the works committees, smelling blood, demanded that all of manage- 
ment resign and more or less took over the airline in practice if not in 
name. 

In their view, loudly proclaimed, management was the cause of the 
airline's ills. The past record of stalT committee extremism and its 
voracious demands with which management could not cope, was tur- 
ned on its head. Management had become the scapegoat for the dif- 
ficulties created by labour. 

Meanwhile a hapless government braces itself for anarchy, of its 
own creation. 

At TV House there is no financial balance sheet to set off tremors. 
But (here too a spirit of employee rebellion has emerged. At first it 
appeared to originate from a small group of staffers who were un- 
happy with the judgments, and especially the political judgments, of 
the Director General, Yosef Lapid. 

True, under the Likud, the Broadcasting Authority, and 
specifically TV, has come under continuous fire. The Likud's attacks 
became especially sharp, personalized and. paranoic in the months 
before the Knesset elections. But for some of the TV employees, 
Lapid. a Likud appointment, became the foe. They resented any at- 
tempt on his part to exercise his legitimate authority in intervening in' 
programming. 

Last week, however, a new theme was heard. A group of staffers 
was reported to be drawing up a report on the “incompetent and 
wasteful management and practices." No doubt such a report will not 
be difficult to collect. For all those in any way connected with TV are ■ 
well aware of the waste — not of management — but deriving from 
the same disease that afflicts El Al — namely featherbedding ^nd 
labour coercion of management. For years the staff committe.es at 
radio and - TV have prevented efficient management. And when this 
was not enough, then poor personal relations between staff members 
added to the woes of anyone trying to engage in rational manage- 
ment. 

Apparently there are now staffers in TV House who, as in El Al. 
would like to turn this reality on its head and blame management for 
an accumulation of ills that derive from employee attitudes, interests 
and power. And here loo the result would be anarchy. 

In the public service, management is an organizational need, not a 
proprietory interest. The choice is not between management and em- 
ployees. but between managers. If at El Al Lhe employees want to 
take over, this will mean either no management — and the end of the 
airline — or the appointment of managers captive to the employees, 
which is the same thing. 

If at TV House the restless staffers are intent on reform, they can 
promote it in cooperation with management. But if their aim is to 
force the present management out, by brandishing the inefficiencies 
sustained by employee power, they will push TV into the same tail 
spin that has bewitched El Al.

NICHOLAS II. Russia's 
last Czar, achieved 
sainthood recently, 
canonized in a converted New York 
ballroom by an exiled segment of 
the Russian Orthodox Church. The 
elaborate two-day ceremony was at- 
tended by about 1,000 people, in- 
cluding surviving relatives of the 
former royal family. 

Nicholas, his Czarina Alexandra 
and their five children were ex- 
ecuted by Bolsheviks on July 16.. 
1918, after. being held prisoner for 
nearly a year after the revolution in 
Russia. 

Bishops of the Russian Orthodox 
Church outside of Russia said all 
seven members of the family and 
30,000 other people were canonized 
us “Holy M artyrs of Russia" for will- 
ingly dying for their faith. 

The canonization, however, is not 
recognized by the other two 
branches of the Russian Orlhodox 
Church, the government-approved 
church in the Soviet Onion and the 
Orthodox church in America 
founded by missionaries 200 years 
ago. 

Those attending the ceremony in- 
cluded Grand Duke Vladimir Kiril- 
lovich Romanov, said’ by 
churchmen to be a cousin ' of 
Nicholas and heir to the throne, and 
Princess Vira, a more distant 
relative.

INTERPRETING Crown Prince 
Fahd's eight-point plan has become 
an international spoil. Sober intel- 
lectuals, professional diplomats, ex- 
perienced journalists as well as the 
•usual chorus of armchair liberals 
and salon peacemakers... all have 
been profoundly exercised by an 
' event that occurred on October 5. 
1981. 

On that date, the eight-point Saudi 
plan for the liquidation of Israel was 
presented to the LIN General As- 
sembly by the Saudi foreign 
minister. 

When the written plan was 
presented, it was also stated that it 
was a peace plan aimed at bringing 
an end to the Arab-Israeli conflict. 
However, it was immediately evi- 
dent that Israel was mentioned in 
the plan only once: “The 
withdrawal of Israel from all Arab 
lands occupied in 1967, including 
Arab Jerusalem.* 1 

The mention of Israel in this 
paragraph could hardly be regarded 
as an offer of peace to the Jewish 
state, even by the most 
sophisticated and devoted 
observers. 

Indeed, Israel is not mentioned 
anywhere else in the eight points, 
and that is exactly what has so ex- 
cited the Europeans and many 
Americans: cynical politicians as 
well as official government 
spokesmen hailed the plan as a 
“step forward" towards com- 
prehensive peace In the Middle East 
in which Israel would continue to 
live in peace. 

Though Israel was not mentioned 
by name in the most important 
paragraph of the plan — paragraph 
7, which speaks of “confirming the 
right of the countries of the region 
to live in peace” — the grand media 
and political sages did not waste 
time in presenting the plan as 
anything less than a recognition of 
Israel by the “moderate" kingdom

By now, particularly after the 
Venice Declaration, the Common 
Market-Fahd chorus should not 
surprise anybody. After all. Western 
Europe does not appear to be overly 
concerned with its own security, so 
why should it be concerned about 
the existence of the Jewish State? 

What is worrying is that the new 
Egyptian president joined the Euro- 
pean chorus, knowing full well that 
the Saudi plan spells death to Israel. 
Dr. Usama al-Baz — the able new- 
star assistant to President Hosni 
Mubarak, a diligent disciple of the 
Pan-Arab nationalistic attitudes in 
the Egyptian Foreign Ministry and 
an old-time follower of ex-foreign 
minister Ismail Fahmi — was much 
more explicit. He demanded U-S. 
recognition of the PLO and the 
opening of a U.S.-PLO dialogue, 
even without PLO recognition of 
the State of Israel. 

Usama al-Baz knows very well 
how to time his declarations. And it 
is inconceivable that such a declara- 
tion was made entirely at his own 
personal initiative. 

The Egyptians know, too, that the 
Saudi jdan conflicts with the Camp 
David agreement, as do the 
Americans. Yet without a clear-cut 
reaction from the United States 
(Israel on the retreat is of minor im- 
portance), the Egyptians apparently 
feel free to test the water a bit 
further. 

Even while the autonomv 


negotiations continue, the Egyp- 
tians, with tacit American com- 
pliance, are preparing the way for a 
swift exchange of the Camp Dayid 
agreement for the Saudi plan, which 
will strip Israel of even the 
precarious and extremely doubtful 
quasi-peace with Egypt. 


IS IT POSSIBLE that all those 
Arabists and Middle East experts in 
the State Department did not fully 
understand what was behind the 
Saudi plan; that they did not pause 
to consider whether the recognition 
of Israel by Saudi Arabia was not a 
contradiction of the essence of the 
Saudi Arabian existence? 

The Saudis, after all, are not the 
first of the fanatic Arab countries to 
call for the “right of the countries in 
the region to Live in peace.” Such 
utterances have been made at one 
time or another to the finely tuned 
ears of the Western world by Libya, 
Syria, Iraq and other Arab 
countries. The fact that the word- 
“Israel" has never been explicitly 
mentioned is not accidental, it is 
ideological. Israel is not regarded as 
a state in the Saudi and general 
Arab political vocabulary, just as 
Jews axe not regarded as a people. 

As far as the Arabs are con- 
cerned, and the more so the Saudis. 
Jews constitute a religious group 
whose members belong to different 
nationalities. Their stale in the Mid- 
dle East is nothing but a continua- 
tion of Wesfem imperialism, a cons- 


tant . humiliation to Arab, pride, -a- 
challenge to the Islamic truth, a blot 
on Moslem history and a mortal; 
danger to the Isl am icxArab future, 
Israel has always been described 
as a “Zionist entity," V "racial ex- 
istence,” a temporary bad dream, a;,

What about the development of 
each individual life itself in each 
generation? 

Mrs. Weii appears to be a 
traditional observer of Judaism, and 
according to tradition, man, not 
woman, is commanded to have 
children; man, not woman, has the - 


responsibility to educate his 
children. However, according to the 
Law, both adults are obligated to 
pray. At his suggestion, my hus- 
band and I used to take turns 
watching the five children on the 
High Holidays so that we could 
each “communicate with our own 
soul,” as Mrs. Weil puts iL 

It is not determined by religious 
authorities that the children need to 
be looked after by the wife so that 
the father has the “freedom to pray, 
meditate and reach spiritual 
heights.” A woman’s soul needs 
prayer as does a man’s, and the 
children are as much his as hers.

example for the children to see. 


If Mrs. Weil is bringing up the 
next generation, she can bring them 
up to understand that man and 
woman share theVesponsibility both 
to pray and to care for the children.

GRAPE PRODUCTION

Sir. — On October 27. you 
published a report claiming that the 
Fruit Marketing Board was plann- 
ing to destroy 7,000 tons of grapes in 
order to prevent a drop in prices. 
There was no such plan, nor any 
reason for one, since the grape 
season is almost over. 

There was a serious crisis in grape 
marketing in September when, in 
addition to local grapes which were 
plentiful, considerable quantities of 
grapes from across the Green Line 
came on the market and it was im- 
possible to sell all the fruit, 
notwithstanding drastic price reduc- 
tions. For this reason, grapes from 
Judea and Samaria were no longer 
brought in and they were subse- 
quently sold in considerable quan- 


tities by their growers to Arab 
states. 

Moreover, large quantities of 
local grapes were sold to industry at 
a loss.

Sir, — Middle East reality has 
been totally confused by a smoke 
screen of irrelevant rhetoric. Much 
discussion of Sadat's peace -in- 
itiative and the ’present Saudi 
proposals takes the rhetoric -serious- 
ly and is completely out of touch 
with reality. 

The reality behind Sadat's visit to 
Jerusalem and peace initiative was 
an Egyptian nation fed up with the 
Palestine problem and looking for a 
way out with honour. Egypt had 
sacrificed more for the Palestinians 
and lost more than all the other 
Arab. states combined. There was a 
growing realization tliat the war op- 
tion had failed and could only lead 
to further catastrophe for Egypt. 
Sadat found the way out for Egypt 
and acted at all times in its national 
interest. This reality remains after 
Sadat's death. 

The reality behind the Saudi 
peace proposals is a dynasty whose 
days are numbered, interested only 
in exploiting the oil as long and as 
rapidly as possible and investing the 
profits safely in America and 
Switzerland. After the inevitable 
revolution, the Saudi princes can 
live in luxury abroad on their invest- 
ments. They use the Palestine 
problem to divert revolutionary ele- 
ments from plotting to overthrow 
the monarchy and eliminate poverty 


in the Arab world by redistributing 
the oft wealth. The Saudis give . Irp 
service to the Palestinian cause and 
buy ofT the revolutionaries with' - 
arms atid money. But the last thing 
they want is a real -solution of . the . 
Palestine probleirff If the “Israeli ; 
enemy” did not exist, they would 
have to invent another enemy to 
divert the revolution.^ . .
